Mrs. Josephine Redden Takes 


Poisoii While Insane, 


IN EBB HUSBAND'S PRESENCE 


The Symptom a of Mania Arising 


From Disease Developed About 


» Year Ago. 


Mrs. Josephine Efltella Redden died 


yesterday morning under circumstances 
of a moot distressing nature. 


While laboring nnrJer a fit of insanity 


she took four grains of itrychnine a few 
hours before in the presence of her hus- 
band, A pbyeiolau was summoned at 
once, but when he reached the bouse the 
work of the poieon was too far Advanced 
and she passed away in convulsions. 


The deceased was the wife pi 8. H. 


Bedden, wood and coal dealer of this 
city. She wad in her 21st year, and had 
been married only eighteen months. 


TUB CAUSS OF HER INSANITY. 


Dr. Ueardorff, the family physician of 


the Re J dene, said yesterday that Mrs, 
Redden had had spells of insanity since 
last August. Many years ago she had 
im attack of scarlet fever, which left in 
itfl place an affection, of the internal ear. 
This in turn diseased her brain and 
brought on occasional fits of insanity. 


A STHANQE HALLUCINATION. 


The first attack of this kind came to 


the doctor's knowledge in August or Sep- 
tember ot last year. One evening she 
heard the report of a pistol, apparently 
from down town, end ehe at once be- 
came hysterical and informed the neigh- 
bors that her husband had been shot. 
Dr. DeardorfT was sent for, and when he 
arrived he found her laboring under the 
hallucination that ebe herself bad been 
shot. She told the doctor that the bul- 
let had entered her left side and that she 
was covered with blood. 


Tho next attack came on the occasion 


of the excursion to Pollaeky in honor of 
the opening of the San Joaquin Valley 
railroad. She saw the crowd running 
after the man who stabbed Fulton G. 
Berry. The man 
was covered with 


blood and the sight coupled with the ex- 
" ment, drove her out of her mind 
again. It was observed that on tho oc- 
casion of each attack a discharge from 
the ear Look place and relieved her. 


ABOUT MONEY. 


Mrs. Keddeu went to Dr. DeardorfTs 


office at S o'clock last Tuesday night. 
She was in & etato of high nervous ex- 
citement and neked the doctor's advice 
concerning a financial dispute betwe 
herself and her husband. The doctor 
advised her to go home, take a dose of 
chloral and RO to Bleep. On the next 
morning ho would go to a lawyer, whom 
uhe could consult regarding the matter. 


Justice of the Peace1 Orichton, who 


lives on L street near the corner of Ban 
Jonqain, the corner house being the 
Redden 
residence, called upon Dr. 


Deardorffhalf an hour after midnight 
and informed him that Mrs. Redden had 
taken strychnine about an hour before. 


IN CONVULSIONS. 


The doctor found her lying on the din- 


ing-room floor, in convulsions of the kind 
that uanally follow poison ing by strych- 
nine. He administered somo antidotes, 
which had the effect of lightening the 
convulsions for the time being. He left 
her at about S o'clock iu the morning 
somewhat improved he thought,althouith 
the poison, having been taken by the 
deceased when her stomach was empty, 
had been quickly absorbed iuto the 
system. 


Ue was told that after bn had left the 


woman she had three or four light con- 
vulsion^ followed by a severe one at 
Jf.30 o'clock, in which ehe died. 


Dr. Lluardoru" was informml that the 


strychnine bad been used to poison dogs 
with before the Reddens removed to the 
west comer of L and San Joaquin 
streets, and that the vial, containing 
about four grains iu the bottom, was 
fouud lying Iu a bureau drawer. From 
one-fiftieth to one-sixtieth of a grain is 
too U3UA1 allopathic dosBi Half & grain 
would be dangerous and probably fatal 
to a person not accustomed to taking the 
drug. 


DKTKHMINRn TO DIK. 


It was learned through other sources 


that while her husband was administer- 
ing milk and the white of eggs to her 
after she had taken the poison she de- 
clared that If she recovered she would 
kill herself the next day. She refused 
to allow her husband to give her a mus- 
tard emetic, Baying at the same tlino 
that she was dett rtuined to die. 


At Hie inquest liuld yesterday after- 


noon iu the undertaking parlors of Ste- 
phens «t Bean the only evidence intro- 
duced was the testimony ol Dr. Dear- 
dorIV(ind.thedeposition of the husband 
of the deceased. Mr. Reddon wus uot 
present, he having KOIIO with the body to 
Martinez, where the panmte of Mrs. 
Redden reside. 


THE HUBBAND WAS WAKNID. 


Dr. Deardorff testified to the facts re- 


cited in the foregoing and that deceased 
was affected with insanity, produced 
from brain lesion, and that she came to 
her death from the effects of the poison. 
He said that he had often warned Mr. 
Redden to keep a careful watch over his 
wife, because during her spells of insan- 
ity her mania appeared to be a desire to 
kill somebody or have somebody killud, 
aud that in one of those fitti she might 
cut his throat while he was asleep. 
8. II. Kedden's deposition recited that 


he lived ou the corner of L end San 
Joaqnin streets. Last Tuesday evening 
about dark the deceased was nervous 
and she decided to go to Martinez and 
visit her sister. She afterwards decided 
nottogo, but between 11 and 12 she 
went into her hnpband'a room and woke 
him up to tell him that she had finally 
docidod to go. 


HOW TUB POISON WAfl TAKEN. 


Mr. Redden dressed himself and wont 


intotbe parlor. She was flitting in a 
chnir by the table with a small vial of 
strychnine and a glees of water. She 
sail! that she was going to take it and 
Mr. Redden said, "No; don't take that." 
Before he could prevent her she swol- 
lowed the poieon and drank the water 
after it. '.She then coolly sat down to the 
piano and began playing. When .Jus- 
tice Orichton was harnessing the horse 
to go for the doctor she protested agaiost 
his going and said she- would kill herself 
the next day anyhow. 


The jury returned a verdict that the 


deceased came to her death by strych- 
nine administered by her own hand 
while laboring under temporary in- 


The maiden name ol the deceased was 


Josephine 'Estella Kelly. She was a 
native of Martinez, Contra Costa county, 
in this state .and was 20 years and 8 
montbe old. The remains were taken 
to Martinez yesterday, accompanied by 
Mr. Redden and 
Recorder Lantng, 


brother-in-law of the deceased.-

Found at Fine Ridge Last 


Sunday, 


NEAIt THUS. OCKENDEN'S HOl'Bb 


It IB Believed He Was Smothered 


to Death by Other 


Indians. 


Surveyor C. D. Darin, who has jast re-, 


tamed from Tine Ridge, tells of the find- 
ing of a dead Indian at that place, the 
general opinion being that ho was mur- 
dered. 


The body was discovered by Thomas 


Ockenden, who keepfl a store and hotel 
at Pine Ridge, last Sunday morning. 
Ockenden rose daily that morning, and 
going outside found an Indian lying 
dead beside the hotel. 


The hands were tied behind him and 
handkerchief fastened tightly across 


his mouth and none, aa if an effort had 
been made to smother him to death. 


Mr. Ockenden, at leant, decided that 


this was the way he had been killed. 
There were no marks of a struggle near 
where the Indian lay, and he had evi- 
dently been carried and laid there after 
he had died. 
' 


Believing the man had besn killed by 


other Indians,.Mr. Ockenden determined 
to keep a watch on the body, and that 
Hone of his boarders or any other per- 
sona might see the dead body, covered it 
with a blanket and piled empty boxes 
around it. 


The next morning an Indian appeared 


on the scene, and asked no questions of 
any one, but went to the place where the 
Indian lay and pulled off the boxes and 
blanket. Shortly thereafter other In- 
dians put in an BJV earance, and after a 
powwow they took up the dead man 
and carried him away, and after the 
usual Indian ceremonies of dancing and 


nging they buried him. 
It is believed by some that the Indian 


WBB unintentionally killed. According 
to their theory he probably got drunk 
and became vory boisterous, ditturbing 
the other Indiana in camp. 


In order to quiet him it ia supposed 


the lodiauB tied aud then gagged tbeir 
companion. 
Unfortunately they sleo 


covered his nose, resulting in hie suffo- 
cation. 


Finding out they hnd unintentionally 


killed him, and becoming alarmed for 
theireiifoty, they thought they would be 
able to tarn eaepiciou from themselves 
by taking the body elsewhere. 
They 


therefore carried the body to the hotel. 


It is presumed that the Indiana kept a 


lookout from a distance and when they 
observed that the white men had not 
burled the Indian aud that no noise had 
been made over the matter, they decided 
to bury him themselves, which they did. 


The officials here had not Dp to last 


evening received any ropoi t of the & flair.
